The “ old " Autopatch has been returned to the 34/94, with a few modifications, and will be 
available for service until the new model is complete. A few things have been changed, to 
reduce voice falsing and inadvertent disconnects, and also to allow long distance calls to 
be placed. First, the digit verification period has been changed to 3 times what it was, so 
it becomes necessary to hold each tone for a full second before releasing it. To make a toll 
call, dial the number you wish to call, and wait a few seconds. The operator will come on 
line and ask what number you are dialling from. Tell her “ This is a call over radio patch, 
and the call is to be charged to : ( give her your home number or telephone credit card no. ) 
and the number I am calling from is 276-0000 ." IT IS IMPORTANT TO USE THIS FORMAT AND TO 
VE HER THE NUMBER 270-0000 AS THE LAST THING YOU SAY!! Any misuse of the privledge WILL 
‘result in immediate termination of your Autopatch authorization for the rest of the year. 
Remember, each call is limited to 5 minutes. Organize your call before you place it ! 
Please neue on the air testing of tone pads as much as possible. The following list of
